Last Wednesday evening Alvin Cecil, 


brother of the Presbyterian minister of 
Macon, a young man of about 25 years, 
was taken sick, and the doctor on being 
called, diagnosed his case as typho-mala- 
rial fever, of a malignant form. A lot of 
young friends tendered their services as 
nurses up to and including Saturday 
night. Sunday morning, when the phy- 
sicians, Drs. Huff and Kyner, visited their 
patient they found him "beantitully bro- 
ken out" with small-pox. They immedi- 
ately informed Mayor Brooks, who con- 
vened the city council in extraordinary 
session at W. R. Whittaker's store. 


Before the council met, however, it won 


known that O. H. Draper, grocer, had va- 
rioloid, and that his partner, D. W. Al- 
linson, was complaining. 
Next it was 


discovered that a farm laborer named 
Jackson, who was stopping temporarily 
at the Ruby House, was broken out with 
small-pox, and the excitement became in- 
tense. Divine services were held in the 
M. E. Church at 10 o'clock, prior to the 
discovery of the epidemic, but afternoon 
Him.lay School was prohibited, as was 
also preaching at night.
